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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT FOR THE SCHOOL BoARD, OF THE 
Town Distkicr, IN STEWARTSTOWN, FOR THE YEAR | 
ENDING MARCH, I, 1893, 
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Friends and vitizens of Stee artstown, ‘Towh District:- Again it 
becomes my duty to give you | un account of the Schools, which 1 will 
try to do as best I ean, 


The school hottxes,—with but two or three exceptions,—are in good 
repair, Children should not be allowed, neither by parents or teachers 
to break out glass, or deface the school-room. They should be taught 
to reverence the schoolroom, with the same feeling they have toward 
their own homes; for is it not here the wheel is set in motion, and the 
mind is first started on its journey for an education? It is here that 
the influences, associations and sotiroundings of our youth usually 
make us what we are in maturer years, and the habits thus formed 
While young are the ones most likely to adhere to us in after life. 


Iam glad to say more interest has been shown by parents in some 
of the districts than last year. You ate, prehaps not aware how much 
you can do unconsciously, toward the progress of your children. 


If the young do not see any interest manifested for them, how con- 
tented they are to stop on the lower round of the ladder; if on the other 
hand you show them that their interests are yours, how eager they are 
to reach the uppermost round in the ladder of fame. 


We have the material among us for an accomplished and noble set 
of teachers, and every intelligent citizen of the town should unite their 
varnest efforts to develope this natural ability. 


Most of the teachers have labored with zeal and faithfulness, and 
the result of their labor is gratifying. Teachers should remember that 
children looking to them as proper examples are just as apt to copy 
bad manners and language as good, therefore every one would do Well 
to bear in mind that they owe it to themselves as Well as the pupils 
under their care to improve in every possible manner. 


Teach the children if they would be noble, exalted and worthy the 
admiration of all, they must put ferth every effort, dig deep in the 
mine of knowledge and they Will find new thoughts unfolding every 
day upon which they may feed and never fill the mind. 


Once more I will exhort you as parents to be faithful to every duty 
that pertains to the training of our youths in the way of knowledge 
and virtue, and our schools will be prosperous to a degree that will meet 
the most sanguine expectations of the ardent friends of education.

Very good interest 
Was manifested especially in Grammar, whieh is a study that is very 
much negleeted, 

DISTRICT No. 2.—Summer term taught by Miss. Laura B. Kea- 
zer. The best of feeling seemed to exist between teacher and. pupils re- 
sulting in good order and general success. | 

Winter term taught by Miss. Edna Young. ‘The same degree of in- 
terest Was Inaintained as in the Summer term, which resulted In a very 
profitable term. 

DISTRICT No. 3, — Summer term taught by Miss. Mary E. Flan- 
ders. This is a large school and requires the untiring efforts of an 6x- 
perienced teacher to make it a success. Am pleased to say that Miss. 
Manders’ quiet and orderly way showed good results, both in dicipline 
and recitations, | 

Winter term taught by Mr. Fred H. Noyes. Mr. Noyes is a teacher 
of experience and worked hard for the advancement of his pupils; good 
progress was made especially in reading. 

DISTRICT No. 4,— Summer and Winter terms by Miss. Alice Drew. 
The scholars in this district show more than a usual interest in their 
studies; and by the earnest efforts of their teacher much good was done. 
We are very sorry to loose Miss. Drew from our list of teachers. 


DISTRICT No. 5,— Summer and Winter terms taught by Miss.Ada 
M. Jordan. It may well be said of Miss. Jordan that she “ works with 
a Will,” and has the respect of both parents and pupils. Good success 
follows her training. 

DISTRICT No. 6,— Summer term taught by Miss. Lillian A. Flan- 
ders. She has a good faculty for teaching, good order was manifested 
and good progress in studies was found, 

Winter term taught by Miss. Mary E. Flanders. Her ability for 
teaching has been mentioned elsewhere.
